A Brief Introduction to the Role and Functions of the Department of Educational 
Psychology & Foundations of Education 

The Department has been engaged in realizing the NCERT’s objective of 
bringing about qualitative improvement in school education through the application of 
the disciplines of Educational Psychology, Guidance and Counselling and knowledge 
of Foundations of Education Educational Psychology, Guidance and Counselling is 
the traditional concern of the department In recent years, value education has also 
emerged as a major concern of the department to realize the objectives of value based 
education at school stage in the country. Foundations of Education is another area of 
concern of the department The thrust areas of the programmes of the department 
follows 

Educational Psychology 

One of the major initiative of the department centred round development of 
new curriculum, syllabi and text books in Psychology for senior secondary stage (for 
classes XI and XII) 

National Library of Educational and Psychological Tests (NLE&PT) continues 
to serve as a resource centre of educational and psychological tests by offering 
services to the researchers and practioners working in the areas of Educational 
Psychology, Counselling and Guidance. Latest psychological tests are continuously 
added so that the available tests cover most of the important areas of concern such as 
intelligence, ability, aptitude, interest, values, personality, achievement, creativity, 
learning, guidance and counselling etc 

Guidance and Counselling 

As a nodal agency of guidance and counselling in the country, the NCERT has 
been assisting the state-level guidance agencies by providing technical and academic 
support The Department has been offering a Post-Graduate Diploma Course in 
Guidance and Counselling since last 40 years or so for in-service school teachers as 
well as students of psychology/education to prepare counsellors for schools and other 
settings. At present, the Department is running an International Diploma Course in 
Guidance and Counselling for trainees from Maldives, Sri Lanka and Zambia 
The Department is also designing an on-line course through intemet/distance mode in 
collaboration with Commonwealth of Learning (COL) 

The department also has been involved in development of resource books, 
manuals, guides, monographs and self-learning modules in the area of counselling, 
occupational information and career development The materials formed part of 
training and extension programmes and were widely disseminated 

The Department also provides technical and academic consultancy to four 
RIEs where P G Diploma Course in Guidance and Counselling have been started. 
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Guidance Laboratory is continuously updated and enriched by procuring and 
developing materials in the area of guidance and counselling The Laboratory 
consists of Psychological tests and guidance related literature and materials besides 
various tools of guidance and counselling 

Value Education 

Value education has emerged as a major initiative. NCERT has been 
identified by the Department of Secondary and Higher Education, MHRD, 
Government of India, as the nodal centre for strengthening value education in the 
country at school level Subsequently, a National Resource Centre for Value 
Education (NRCVE) was set up in the Department of Educational Psychology and 
Foundations of Education The NRCVE was inaugurated on 14 th September-2000. 
The goals and functions of the centre are to 

• develop plan, programmes, and activities for value-orientation of school 
education 

• design strategies for implementing the plans and programmes 

• develop educational materials and other aids 

• document and disseminate information 

• provide extension and consultancy services and 

• serve as a treasure house-cum-reference library of materials in value 
education 

Under the aegis of NRCVE, the department has been pursuing a number of 
activities and programme related to development, training, research, coordination, 
evaluation, dissemination and consultancy in the area of value education The 
Department has been involved in identification and networking with the institutions 
working in the area of value education in the country, evaluating and monitoring the 
programmes being implemented by NGOs through MHRD, organising and promoting 
research, development and training in the area of value education. The work has also 
been taken up to analyse the textbooks with reference to value education inputs 
Attempts have also been made to prepare data base in the form of annotated 
bibliography of books, journals, articles, research reports, audio-video materials 
Another important area of work has been the development of resource materials in the 
form of modules and monograph on the values like compassion, creativity, 
excellence, human rights which could be used for training and orientation of teachers 
and teacher educators Some of the resource materials have also been developed for 
training counsellors as change agents for value education 

Development of supplementary reading materials for school children has a 
great potential for value inculcation. Supplementary reading materials based on the 
stories and parables available in the literature of Jainism & Sikhism have been 
prepared for children Simple reading materials has also been developed for parents 
on value education 

The Reference Library of National Resource Centre for Value Education 
(NRCVE) serves as a treasure house of the collection of materials related to value 
education The collection includes over two thousand books, journals, training 
packages, audio and video cassettes and CDs related to value education 
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The Journal of Value Education has also been a significant activity to provide 
a forum for exchange and sharing of insights and experiences on significant issues 
related to value education for academicians and practioners 

Recently, the department has launched a ‘National Programme on 
Strengthening Value Education’ in the country from 2002-2003 onwards approved by 
MHRD The programme has been visualized as a national level initiative to sensitize 
parents, teachers, teacher educators, educational administrators, policy makers and 
community agencies etc for promotion of value oriented education This overall 
programme consists of multi-pronged efforts towards generating awareness, material 
development, teacher training, promotion of research and innovations in the area of 
education of human values and development of guidelines in value education for the 
school system National Consultation on Value Education Experiences and 
Strategies of Implementation was organised during 17-19 August, 2002 Ajmer, 
Bhopal, Bhubaneswar and Mysore chapters of National Consultation on Value 
Education are bemg organised by RIEs of NCERT located at Ajmer, Bhopal, 
Bhubaneswar and Mysore In addition, NRCVE has promoted National/Regional 
level seminars on Value Education which have been organised/are being organised at 
Pune by Aapanach - an NGO, at Sardarshar, Rajasthan by Institute of Advanced 
Studies m Education (Deemed University), Gandhi Vidya Mandir; at Kochi, Kerala 
by Dharma Bharati National Institute of Peace and Value Education, Hyderabad - an 
NGO and at Kolkata by Vivekananda Nidhi an NGO 

The effective implementation of a massive programme in value education 
requires networking and collaboration with the premier institutions and agencies (both 
governmental and non-governmental) working in the area In order to elicit 
countrywide cooperation and involvement, the NRCVE had organised a ‘National 
Consultation on Value Education in Indian Schools - Experiences and Strategies of 
Implementation’ during Aug 19-21,2002 The national consultation provided a forum 
for exchange of experiences and innovations, deliberation on key issues and strategies 
for implementation of the programmes for value education at state, district and school 
levels The national consultation has been followed by organisation of a number of 
similar consultations at regional level to intensify the efforts towards strengthening 
value based education in the country 

Regional Resource Centres on Value Education has been set up in the four 
Regional Institutes of Education of NCERT located at Ajmer, Bhopal, Bhubaneswar 
and Mysore, which would work in close collaboration with NRCVE 

Attempts are also being made to promote research and innovation in the area 
of value education in the country Various research perspectives and themes on 
critical issues and concerns relevant to school education have been identified for 
promotion and funding. Researches are bemg sponsored across the country after 
evolving proper monitoring and evaluation mechanisms. 

Foundations of Education 

Foundations of Education is another important area of concern of the 
department The department has undertaken programmes for reconceptualisation of 
foundation component of pre-service teacher education programmes at secondary 
level

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Item No. 2: Resume of the Activities of the Department during the Last Five 
Years 

A) RESEARCH 

2.1 Counsellor in the Making: Status and Development. (Phase -1) 

A follow up study of the counsellors trained under the P G Diploma Course in 
Guidance and Counselling offered by the Department during the last four decades was 
carried out to assess the effectiveness of the course The information was obtained 
from counsellors as well as from principals, teachers, students and parents with the 
help of questionnaires from 45 schools Data was also collected from counsellors in 
non-school settings. The report of the project has been prepared in a mimeographed 
form 


2.2 Counsellor in the Making-Status and Development. (Phase II) 

This study aimed at developing case studies of highly effective counsellors as 
rated by the principals, teachers, students, parents and themselves Fifteen case studies 
were prepared The report of the project was prepared. 

2.3 A Study of Adolescents’ Perception of Social Norms. 

This study aimed to investigate into the nature of parental norms and 
expectations about adolescents’ behaviour, their perception of these norms and the 
discrepancies, if any, between the two The report was prepared in a mimeographed 
form 


2.4 Analysis of the Science Textbooks of the Secondary School Stage with 
Reference to the Nature of Science, Attitude towards Science, and its 
Relevance for Daily Life. 

This project involved analysis of the Science Textbooks of the NCERT for the 
secondary stage with a view to reveal the depiction of the nature of science, and the 
accompanying attitudes and values, and its relevance for daily life The analysis was 
carried out with the help of an existing analysis plan, which was adapted for the 
present study. The guidelines for developmg textbooks were prepared which are part 
of the report 

2.5 Predictive Potential of the Selection Procedure for Performance in the 
Counsellor Training Programme and on the Job Performance. 

The project aimed at assessing the efficacy of the selection procedure for 
prediction of the performance in the counsellor training programme and on the job. 
The selection procedure used for admission of the candidates to the counsellor 
training programme of the NCERT, which included use of written test, interview and 
self-expression technique in the past was correlated with the performance of the 
candidates in the training and subsequently on the job. The correlational analysis, 
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which included qualitative analysis of the data as well, yielded results, which validate 
the use of test and interview for selection of candidates to the Diploma Course. The 
report of the project was prepared and submitted 

2.6. A Critical Study of Educational Psychology Curriculum in Elementary 

Teacher Education. 

The report of the national survey of existing educational psychology courses 
in elementary teacher education was finalized and brought out in a mimeographed 
form. The report consists of nine chapters focusing on the critical appraisal of 31 
courses, strategies, norms and procedure adopted by States in developing these 
courses, the perceptions and experiences of teacher educators teaching educational 
psychology and implications and suggestions for designing new course. 

2.7. Schooling in Mirambika: A Case Study. 

A case study of the school -Mirambika was carried out with regard to its 
organization, culture and teaching-learning process The study employed various 
qualitative techniques such as participant observation, informal talk, interviews, 
examining school records etc Triangulation helped in validation of the data. 
Inductive data analysis was carried out The report of the study was brought out in 
mimeographed form 

2.8 Guidance Research in India: An in-depth Study. 

The project aimd at conducting micro and macro level analysis of Indian 
researches in guidance and counselling and presents a national level state-of-the-art- 
account Five hundred fifteen researches selected from journals, departmental reports, 
surveys of researches in education/psychology were included. The findings have 
generated useful information on trends, merits, flaws and gaps in existing researches. 
A futuristic framework has been evolved on the basis of observations The project 
has been completed and brought out as a mimeographed report entitled “Guidance 
Research in India . Prospect and Retrospect” 

2.9 Research Trends and Indigenisation of Educational Psychology In India: 

Analysis of Journal Articles and Reports. 

The study aimed at examining journal articles and research reports with a view 
to delineate the trends of research in educational psychology in India during the last 
15 years and to analyse structural characteristics, authorship pattern, methods, focus 
of the title and institutional contributions in Educational Psychology. The articles 
abstracted under Indian Psychological Abstracts (1980-90) and Indian Psychological 
Abstracts and Reviews (1994-95) were included for the purpose of this analysis Of 
the 1,090 studies abstracted during the above period in said journal, 641 articles (full 
text) were collected and subjected to analysis The report has been brought out. 
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2.10 An Evaluative Study of NCERT Psychology Textbook for Class XL 
entitled ‘Understanding Psychology of Human Behaviour’. 

The study was conducted to evaluate the usefulness of the contents, 
appropriateness of language, style of presentation etc involving experts, teachers and 
students The report of the study was prepared 

2.11 A Study of Sri Sathya Sai Education in Human Values Programme for 
Psycho-Spiritual Development of Children. 

The study was conducted on the school based programme for Education in 
Human Values as conceived by Sn Sathya Sai Baba, the Spiritual Leader and the 
Chancellor of Sri Sathya Sai Institute of Higher Learning, Prashanti Nilayam (A P). 
An intensive understanding of the central features of the programme like its 
philosophy, aims, curriculum approaches, evaluation criteria, teacher training system 
and research evidence about its effectiveness in the country and overseas was arrived 
at through the documentary evidence and empirical analysis of the field based 
reflections of teachers, students and parents The report entitled Learning to be Fully 
Human A Study of Sri Sathya Sai Education in Human Values was brought out in 
mimeographed form highlighting the implications for the school system and teacher 
training for promoting value education The report was disseminated to all the 
Departments of NCERT and RIEs, concerned institutions and agencies An article 
based on the report was published in the July,2001 issue of the Journal of Value 
Education, NCERT 

2.12 Education in Human Values: An Analysis of Science Textbooks 

The study aimd at analysing the science textbooks prepared by NCERT for 
grades VI to VIII to find out (i) the values intended to be reflected in the textbooks 
according to the cumculum, (ii) the existing value content in the textbooks, and (iii) 
scope for the values which could be included in the textbooks A framework to 
analyse the textbooks was developed on the basis of review of relevant materials and 
discussions with NCERT faculty members The framework was finalised in an expert 
group meeting The analysis of the textbooks was carried out. The report of the 
study revealing position of science textbooks with respect to values will be useful to 
subject experts and textbook writers 

2.13 Conceptualising the Value of ‘Compassion’ and Preparing Educational 
Material for Schools 

The project aimed at preparing prototype educational and training material on 
‘Care and Compassion’ for use of value educators and trainers of value educators The 
concept of compassion has been elaborately described in a multi-dimensional 
perspective, based on study of relevant documents/literature Practical exercises in 
developing skills and competencies in values related to love, care and compassion 
have been provided along with general literature and guidelines on value education 
with specific reference to the subject of compassion. The project has been completed 
A mimeographed report is available. 
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2.14 A Study of Value Based Practices in some Selected Schools. 


A Study of Value Based Practices in some selected schools located in Delhi, 
Haryana and U.P. was undertaken to explore the practices followed by different types 
of schools to inculcate values among students in order to draw out meaningful 
implications for the school system 

2.15 Exploration of Teachers’ Understanding of 'Caring’ in Teaching 

The study aimed at examining the range of meanings attached to “caring” and 
to explore teacher’s understandings of the role of caring in classroom situations 
Review of literature was earned out to obtain a perspective on the role of caring in 
teaching. Interview schedules and questionnaires were developed to obtain the 
perceptions of teachers and teacher educators from local DIETS. Content analysis of 
the data was done The draft report of the project was prepared. 


2.16 Evaluation of NCERT Psychology Textbook for class XII- 'Psychology for 
Better Living’ 

An evaluative study of existing Psychology textbook of Class XII entitled 
‘Psychology for Better Living’ was undertaken by obtaining feedback from students, 
teachers and reviewers in order to develop a new textbook. 

B) DEVELOPMENT 


2.17 Multi-media Package on Developmental and Career Guidance. 

The package consisted of six videos and twenty audio programmes and also 
print material in the form of two books “Towards Self and Career Consciousness” and 
‘ Vikasman Balak’. 

2.18 Understanding Self and others: A Multi-media Package for Teachers. 

To enhance the personal and social skills of adolescents, practical activities 
and exercises to be conducted in groups were developed for enhancing self- 
awareness, and communication skills These activities are a part of the print part of 
the package As a supplement to the print part, four audio programmes have also been 
developed, one video programme are on Enhancing Self Understanding has been 
produced by CIET The print part of the package is available in a mimeographed 
form 

2.19 Enrichment Modules for Teacher Educators on Psychology of Teaching 

and Learning. 

The compendium consists of self-learning modules written by the faculty and 
some outside experts These modules were tried out on the target group dunng the 
training programmes The material was reviewed in the review committee meetings 
and edited by the editorial board The manuscript was submitted for publication 
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2.20 Educational Psychology Curriculum in Elementary Teacher Education. 

Based on the critical appraisal of the existing courses/syllabi offered in 
different states across the country, analysis of perceptions of teacher educators 
teaching educational psychology courses in teacher training institutions located in 
different states, analysis of perceptions of in-service teachers, review of literature and 
experts’ suggestions, a draft framework was prepared. Based on the work, an article, 
“Envisioning an Alternate Curriculum in Educational Psychology for Teacher 
Education- Some issues and Concerns” was published in Indian Educational Review, 
36 (1), January 2000 

2.21 Counselling Case Management: Development of a Practical Guide. 

A counselling case book was developed which consists of twenty successfully 
handled counselling case studies and other material on counselling skills and 
techniques The aim is to provide guidelines to practitioners and teachers for dealing 
with concerns and problems of school students. Counselling cases for inclusion in the 
book were taken from a pool of 500 counselling case reports of trainees of Diploma 
Course in Guidance and Counselling who had taken training in the department The 
case reports were refined and rewritten These were reviewed by experts and edited to 
make them pnnt worthy The case book has been used in various programmes. 

2.22 Teachers Questioning in Classroom - Development of Resource Material 

The project covered different dimensions like review of researches in the area 
of teacher questioning, carrying out an exploratory study to know the existing position 
of teacher questioning in classroom, examining the teacher educators’ understanding 
about questioning and preparation of exemplar material on use of questioning as an 
instructional device. A monograph entitled ‘Valuing Teacher Questioning’ was 
published 


2.23 Development of Materials for Teachers for Spiritual Orientation of 
Students 

Resource materials for teachers for the spiritual orientation of school students 
has been developed In order to understand teachers’ and students’ perceptions about 
spiritual issues and concepts, questionnaires were developed and data from students of 
Classes XI and XU and teachers belonging to Govt Sr Secondary Schools and 
Kendriya Vidyalayas were collected The data helped to identify themes and contents 
for development of teachers resource material for the spiritual orientation of students. 
Materials will be used in the training/orientation programmes for teachers/teacher 
educators/counsellors etc 
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2.24 Education for Human Values (EHV): Developing Materials for Children 
through Parables and Stories in Sikhism. 

Reading material in the form of stories and parables drawn from Sikhism was 
developed for children. The stories were reviewed, revised and edited. In all, 14 
stories were finalized The stories have been submitted for publication. 

2.25 Development of Supplementary Reading Materials for Children through 
Stories and Parables of Jainism 

The programme aimed to develop reading material for children to inculcate 
values drawing examples from the stories and parables of Jainism. In all, 22 stories 
were finalised These stories were reviewed and edited by a constituted committee of 
experts The materia] was developed in Hindi language and submitted for publication 


2.26 Development of Syllabi in Psychology for Senior Secondary Stage and 
Textbook in Psychology for Class XI 

The work related to the development of the new syllabi in Psychology for 
senior secondary stage (Classes XI and XII) was carried out. This was followed by 
finalisation of the detailed outlines of different chapters of Psychology textbook for 
class XT The chapters were written by a team of authors which were later on 
reviewed by experts Feedback was also received from school teachers teaching 
psychology at +2 level. Based on the observations and suggestions received from 
experts and teachers, necessary modifications were made by the authors before 
finalising the chapters The chapters were finally edited by a team of editors The 
English version of the manuscript of the Psychology textbook for Class XI entitled 
‘Introduction to Psychology Part-F and its Hindi version have been published. 

2.27 Development of School Based programme for Enhancing Awareness 
among Students about Human Rights and Responsibilities 

Based on review of the work available in the area of human rights, a 
conceptual framework for education of human rights and responsibilities was 
developed specially for Classes VI, VII and VIE which provided the basis for 
developing a questionnaire for assessing perceptions of teachers and students on the 
subject Based on the findings of the study, a school based programme for enhancing 
awareness of the upper primary school students about human rights and 
responsibilities was developed and field tested in the schools 

2.28 Developing Values Clarification as an “Integrated Concurrent Approach” 
in Education. 

Resource materials for teachers/value educators containing variety of 
activities/exercises for use by teachers and students during training and teaching - 
learning were developed 
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2.29 Nurturing Values for Creativity - Preparation of Source Materials for 
Teachers 

The resource material in the form of a monograph contains exemplar ideas and 
activities for nurturing of values for creativity among students. Exemplar ideas and 
activities were developed and tried out in schools. Teachers 5 feedback was also 
obtained The monograph is being disseminated to the teacher training institutions for 
use in pre-service and in-service programmes 

2.30 Development of Exemplar Activities for Teachers to Inculcate Values 
among Secondary Students 

A monograph for teachers explaining the procedure for conducting exemplar 
activities for value inculcation among students was prepared and submitted. 

2.31 Reading Materials for Parents on Development of Values 

Reading Materials on Values for Parents has been developed in Hindi to help 
them inculcate desirable values amongst children. The material focussed on ten 
values such as respect for parents, punctuality, cleanliness and hygiene, truthfulness, 
social responsibility, honesty, leadership, co-operation, courage and discipline. The 
titles, format, style, and contents, etc for development of the material were finalised 
in the meetings of experts and writers 

2.32 Annotated Bibliography on Value Education in India 

The NRCVE took an initiative to prepare the data base of the publications and 
other works related to value eduction in the country in the form of an annotated 
bibliography The Annotated Bibliography on Value Education in India includes 
annotations of books, journals, articles, doctoral researches, training packages, 
audio/video programmes etc on value education brought out and published in English 
and Hindi since 1980 The volume is intended for use by researchers, practitioners, 
students and teachers working in the area of value education 

C) TRAINING 

2.33 Post Graduate Diploma Course in Guidance and Counselling 

The Department has been offering the Post-graduate Diploma Course in 
Guidance and Counselling since 1958 and continued to be organised up to 1999-2000. 

The course has been transferred to Regional Institutes of Education of NCERT 
located at Ajmer, Bhopal, Bhubaneswar and Mysore from the year 2000-2001 

2.34 National Conference of the State level Key Guidance personnel. 

The programme was organized at Hyderabad from March 18-20, 1998 to take 
stock of the status of guidance programmes taken up by the state level agencies/units 
and to prepare future action plan at the national level 18 participants from twelve 
states attended this national convention Academic papers covering status, policy 
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perspective, emergent issues and ideas in the field of guidance and counselling were 
presented. Guidelines and future action plan for states were developed 

2.35 Orientation Programme in Guidance and Counselling for Key Persons in 
Guidance Agencies. 

A five-day orientation programme to train the untrained guidance staff of state 
level guidance agencies was held in Chandigarh in 1998. The programme aimed at 
giving them an understanding of guidance concepts, its philosophy and techniques to 
enable them to plan and supervise guidance activities in their respective states. 
Twenty-three participants from eight states i.e. Andhra Pradesh, Maharashtra, Punjab, 
Mizoram, Haryana, Kerala, Karnataka and union territory of Chandigarh attended the 
Programme 

2.36 Refresher Course for State Level Trained Guidance Personnel. 

This course was offered to update the trained guidance personnel working in 
the State level guidance agencies all over the country. The content of the course was 
planned on the basis of the need assessment survey and one day meeting of the 
experts working in the area of guidance. Detailed programme was chalked out and 
resource persons were identified. The refresher course was offered in January 2000 It 
was attended by 36 participants from 15 State Bureaus and guidance units of NCERT. 
A 5-day programme covering many new emerging areas and issues in guidance and 
counselling was dealt with by resource persons and practitioners in the field The 
resource persons were drawn from various departments of NEE and various 
institutions and agencies in Delhi 

2.37 Training of Guidance Counsellors in Value Education 

Five days orientation programme for in-service training of guidance 
counsellors was organised during December, 2001 to orient them about their role in 
strengthening value education. Eleven Counsellors deputed by the Directorate of 
Education, Delhi attended the progr amm e 

D) EXTENSION 

2.38 Networking of the Institutions Working in the area of Value Education 

A Directory of about 300 organisations was brought out during the year 2001- 
2002, which contained complete addresses, objectives and nature of activities of these 
organisations A supplementary volume containing information about 100 more such 
organisations has been compiled during the year 2001-2002. Information related to 
the prominent NGOs working for value was disseminated within and outside NCERT 
It has also been put on the NCERT website 

2.39 Journal of Value Education 


The Journal of Value Education is bemg brought out under the aegis of the 
National Resource Centre for Value Education to provide a forum for expression and 
sharing of issues related to education of human values among students and teachers at

all levels and also the parents and the community as well. The Journal of Value 
Education provides a multi-disciplinary forum for critical examination of issues 
related to value education It contains philosophical discourses, reports of 
innovations, empirical and evaluative studies, surveys, critiques, book reviews on 
value education and critical evaluation of strategies, methods, processes of value 
education The journal also includes reports of activities and programmes conducted 
by different government departments, universities, NGOs and other institutions 
working in the area of value education It is a bi-annual journal being brought out in 
January and July every year During the year 2002-2003, July, 2002 issue of the 
journal was brought out 

2.40 Lecture on ‘Education for Peace’ by His Holiness The Dalai Lama 

An Extension Lecture on the theme entitled ‘Education for Peace’ was 
delivered by His Holiness The Dalai Lama in the NIE Campus, NCERT on January 4, 
2002 which was attended by the faculty and staff of the NCERT Dr Karan Singh, 
Ex-Education Minister and former President, NCERT presided over the deliberation 
The lecture of His Holiness entitled ‘Education for Peace’ has been published by the 
Council for wider dissemination 

2.41 Consultative Meeting of the Regional Resource Centres (RRCs) on In- 
service Training of Teachers in Education for Human Values 

A Consultative Meeting of the seven NGOs declared as Regional Resource 
Centres (RRCs) for in-service training of teachers in education of human values by 
MHRD was organised to share the experiences, and to review the existing status of 
teacher training programmes conducted by NGOs and to formulate the strategies of 
teacher training in education of human values. 

Programmes conducted during the year 2002-03 

2.42 National Consultation on Value Education in Indian Schools - 
Experiences and Strategies of Implementation 

A three-day National Consultation on Value Education in Indian Schools 
Experiences and Strategies of Implementation was organized by the NCERT during 
19-21 August,2002 at Jamia Hamdard University, New Delhi 

The National Consultation provided a forum of exchange of insights, experiences 
and innovations in the area of value education in Indian schools across the country 
The Consultation addressed a wide range of issues and themes, both conceptual and 
practical, with a focus on successful school experiences/programmes/innovations and 
practices m the area of value education, inter-faith communication, home school 
influences/interaction, teacher training, research, and promoting values through 
children's literature/short stories/theatre and dance etc Methodological inputs include 
paper presentations, panel discussion, group work, demonstration, exhibition etc. 

Edited manuscript of the papers presented, lectures delivered by eminent persons 
and proceedings of the National Consultation have been sent for publication 
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2.43 Networking and Monitoring of Value Education Programmes at State, 
District and Grass-root Levels. 

Regional Resource Centres on Value Education have been set up at RIEs of 
NCERT The Regional Resource Centres in RIEs will perform the following roles - 

• Formulation and conduct of programmes related to research, 
training, development, extension in the area of value education. 

• Implementing and collaborating in the programmes conceived by 
NRCVE, NCERT from time to time 

• Networking with teacher training institutions at regional level like 
IASE, CTEs, DIETs, PTTIs, State level resource institutions like 
SCERTs, SIETs and NGOs located in the region for preparing data 
base of activities/programmes conducted, materials developed by 
different institutions in the area of value education. 

2.44 Development of an Awareness Generation package for Strengthening 
Values in Education 

The objective of the project is to bring out a multi-media package for 
generating awareness among parents, teachers, and general public on the significance 
of living goods values and how they can perform their respective roles for promoting 
values among students The package will consist of print material, an album of visual 
graphics and audio/video spots. A working group meeting was organized from 4 th to 
5 June,2002 to work out significant themes, modalities and format of preparing the 
package The print material in the question and answer format supported by 
anecdotes of real life experiences is under preparation Themes for 50 multiple 
coloured-illustrations in the form of exemplar ideas for poster charts, calendar, 
advertisements, drawings, cartoons, comics, quizzes, with catchy phrases and 
messages for value education are being developed It is proposed to put the album on 
the NCERT website Themes and draft scripts for the development of 30 audio/video 
spots woven around the broad areas viz. ‘Learning to Be and Learning to Live 
Together’ are under preparation. A workshop of creative writers was organized on 
28 and 29 th August,2002 to workout the outlines of the audio/video spots The 
programme briefs have been reviewed in meetings with the Internal Script Committee 
of CIET The work has been commissioned to the professional script writers 

2.45 Formulation of Prototype Programmes and Guidelines for Development 
of Values 

The programme aims at organization of activities such as poster 
making/competition, story telling, panel discussion, exhibition and creative play in the 
schools for development of values and preparation of prototype video programmes 
and guidelines. A working group meting was organized during July 17-18,2002 to 
conceptualise various aspects of the programme, The detailed write up on all the five 
activities was prepared Meetings were held in the schools selected for organization 
of the activities for development of briefs and scripts The activities - poster 
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making/competition, story telling, creative play and panel discussion were organized 
in the schools and video recording was completed 

2.46 Promoting Research and Innovation in Value Education 

This programme aims at promoting research and innovations in the area of 
value education A brochure was developed and research proposals in the area of 
value education were invited from educational institutions, NGO’s CTEs, IASE,s in 
the country In all 69 research proposal were received by the department A screening 
committee was constituted to screen the research proposals in a meeting held during 
16 th -18 th October, 2002 The committee approved 39 research proposals with 
modifications and the proposals were revised by the respective researchers. The 
second meeting of the screening committee was held during 7 th —8 th January, 2003 
wherein 26 revised proposals and 8 new research proposals were screened The 
approved research proposals would be funded by NRCVE, NCERT 

2.47 Approaches, Methodologies and Programmes of Value Education in 
schools 

An expert group meeting was organised to conceptualise the programme A 
three days workshop will be organised in the month of March, 2003 End product of 
the programme would be a monograph which is expected to be immensely helpful for 
teachers and teacher educators The monograph would focus on 

• Approaches to value education 

• Types of values 

• Methodology of value education 

• Minimum programme of Value Education in schools 

Integration of values with school subjects 
Integration of values with school activities 

• Role of teachers 

• Evaluation 

2.48 Development of Data Base in Value Education 

The structured questionnaire was developed and sent to Non-Government 
Organisations (NGO's) working in the area of value education for giving information. 
Twenty-eight NGO's have sent back filled in structured questionnaires for 
computerized data base Feeding of the data in computer is in progress 

2.49 Preparation of Psychology Text-books for class XII 

The English manuscript of the Psychology textbook for class XII titled “ 
Introduction to Psychology-Part IT’ was prepared The chapters were written by the 
identified authors and feedback was received from teachers teaching psychology In 
light of the feedback received the chapters were revised The revised chapters were 
edited by an editorial board for finalization The English manuscript has been 
submitted for publication The Hindi version of the manuscript has been prepared 
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The chapters were got translated and these were reviewed and edited in a workshop 
Hindi manuscript has also been sent for publication 

2.50 Development of Framework for Foundations Courses for Pre-Service 
Teacher Training Programmes at Secondary Level 

The syllabi of the pre service teacher education at secondary level were 
collected from 40 universities and institutions. Analysis of syllabi of one year B Ed 
two years B.Ed and four years. Integrated B Ed programmes being conducted by 
these 40 Universities/institutions was carried out. A two day meeting of the experts 
was called to conceptulise the workshop for developing the Framework of the 
Foundations component The workshop was organized and the framework of the 
foundation components was developed. The framework shall be finalized and the 
report based on the framework will be circulated among the teacher education 
institutions. 

2.51 Development of Reference Library of the National Resource Centre for 

Value Education 

The Department houses a National Resource Centre for Value Education Its 
Reference Library is serving as a treasure house of educational materials related to 
value education This Reference Library is being enriched continuously. A wide 
variety of literature related to value education, character education, the Indian concept 
of values and the ideologies of national heroes has been collected. Literature on 
values enshrined in different religions, literature for children, instructional packages, 
journals and reports of various seminars, conferences, workshops also form part of 
the centre’s evergrowing collection. 

During the current year around one thousand books and some cassettes and C D.s 
on value education were procured. The material totaling around 2700 is being 
accessioned, classified and catalogued for benefit of the users which include NCERT 
faculty, students and researchers from various other institutions and organizations 

2.52 Journal of Value Education 

The Journal of Value Education is being brought out bi-annually in January and 
July every year. It contains philosophical discourses, reports of innovations, 
empirical and evaluative studies, surveys, critiques, book reviews on value education 
and critical evaluation of strategies, methods and processes of value education The 
journal also invites research notes, accounts of personal experiences and news about 
activities and programmes conducted by different government departments, 
universities, NGOs and other institutions in the area of value education, having 
relevance to school education Four issues since November, 2000 have been brought 
out so far Fifth issue for July, 2002 is in press The material is being compiled for 
January, 2003 issue. 
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2.53 Development of National Library of Educational and Psychological 

Tests (NLEPT) 

Consultancy regarding use of tests is being provided to the visitors of NLEPT 
Correspondence with the publishers/stockists of the tests material was done. Latest 
catalogues have been procured, new tests have been identified in different areas of 
psychology and education. New tests in the area of Intelligence, Creativity, Interest, 
Aspiration, Attitude, Interpersonal Relationship etc worth Rs.30,000/- procured in the 
NLEPT. 

2.54 Development of Guidance and Counselling Laboratory 

The tests and guidance material procured in the Guidance Laboratory were 
used by the trainees of the International Diploma Course in Guidance and Counselling 
offered by the Council. Consultancy to die trainees was provided regarding use of 
test material Vedio films on guidance and counseling were also screened for them. A 
monograph on ‘Setting up a Guidance and Counselling Centre in Schools’ is being 
developed order has been placed to purchase tests and Guidance literature worth 
Rs.40,000/- to enrich the laboratory 

2.55 International Diploma Course in Guidance and Counselling - 2002-03 

International Diploma Course in Guidance and Counselling has commenced 
w e f 16 th September, 2002 Ten trainees, seven from Republic of Maldives, two 
from Sri Lanka and one from Zambia have joined the course The course consists of 
theoretical instruction and practical work in Nature, techniques and applications of 
guidance, counselling skills process and strategies, psychology of human 
development and adjustment, psychological assessment and appraisal, and uses of 
career information in counselling The course also contains supervised practical work 
in schools, visits to places of educational and cultural importance, guidance 
institutions and agencies The course will be concluded on 13 ttl March, 2002 

2.56 Development of Reading Material on Values for Parents 

The above programme was carried out during the year 2002-2003 Reading 
material on ten specific values viz Honesty, Punctuality, Respect in Parents and 
teachers, Cooperation, Truthfulness, Leadership, Courage, cleanliness and Hygiene, 
discipline, and social responsibility, was developed by the eminent, writers This was 
reviewed and Edited as per norms A compile manuscript was prepared and 
submitted. 

Special Programme 

The case studies of the four NGOs : Auroville Ashram, Bbartiya Vidya Bhawan, 
Sanklap and Interfaith 

A format of the case study was developed and discussed in the Department

7 Need and justification'

The roots of education in India can be traced back to the Vedic age, from the 
age of Upanishads, the Gita, the Buddhistic and Jain scriptures, Smritis etc to the pre¬ 
post colonial system of traditional education, emphasizing upon the development of 
latent potentialities of the of the individual The Indian tradition emphasizes on a 
personal, empirical approach to knowledge different from the western path of 
scientific, impersonal and objective knowledge As opposed to analytical and logical 
thinking, direct experiential knowledge is stressed The philosophical thinking of 
eminent personalities like Sri Aurobindo, Rabindranath Tagore, J. Krishnamurti, 
Swami Vivekananda, Mahatma Gandhi have stressed that education must be 
comprehensive and should aim at the development of the total personality of the 
individual in harmony with society and nature 
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Right from the pre-historic days, highest priority has been given to education 
in India. Ancient India considered knowledge as the third eye of the man which gives 
him insight into all affairs While education was available in Gurukulusjand 
4grahora_throughout the country, the system of education in India also gave birth to 
the great universities of Taxila, Nalanda, Vikram Shila and so on. These universities 
flourished when most of the western world was groping in the dark. Those were the 
halcyon days when India led the world in scientific knowledge and philosophical 
speculations 

Education during the Vedic period was imparted directly to the pupil, where 
teacher played the main role The style of teaching was essentially interactive Some 
of the important methods of teaching that were employed were catechism, stories, 
allegories parables, etc. The debate and discussion comprising question - answer 
sessions between the Guru and the disciples were the prevalent techniques of 
pedagogy. During the course of discussion, the students were not passive listeners but 
had to remain active and conscious Such teaching-learning strategy helped to find 
out the solutions to the problems and answers to the curiosities in the minds of the 
pupils, which constituted the chief method of education. Greek education also 
favoured interactive methods to communicate with the pupils 

In the third century B C, Socrates provided strong support to this idea of 
interaction According to Plato the educational process was one in which student is 
led by means of a dialectical teaching style to discover what he is already capable of 
recognizing The teacher and the pupil confront one another in discussion and the 
former leads the latter by means of a question-answer technique to acquire 
knowledge However, we find that the expository style of teaching is widely 
prevalent in an educational system It leans heavily on the traditional ‘chalk and talk’ 
approach involving one-way communication It puts the teacher in the role of a 
transmitter of information and the pupil in the role of a passive recipient The 
Brazilian educator Paulo Freire (1970) feels that the transmitive (expository) 
teaching is nothing but introducing ‘banking concept’ in education which implies that 
teacher possesses knowledge and deposits it with the students who initially has none.

The National Curriculum Framework for School Education (NCERT, 2000) 
states that “Effective learning takes place when teachers are able to involve the 
students in the process of learning, by taking them beyond the process of listening so 
that of thinking, reasoning and doing” (p 75). It is, therefore, essential that teachers 
make use of instructional strategies helpful in ensuring active participation of students 
in the process of inquiry Against this backdrop, the proposed national seminar aims 
at understanding and applying the Indian pedagogy to invigorate the existing 
educational system The seminar attempts to provide a forum for the experts to 
deliberate on the indigenous pedagogy and share their ideas with the practitioners in 
the field, identify gaps, and plan implementation strategies to provide a new 
indigenous orientation to the teaching-learning process

Recent years have witnessed a rapid growing interest in the development of 
indigenous psychological approaches throughout the world Attempts are being made 
to develop indigenous approaches in various domains of psychology. Psychology in 
India has, however, been characterized by an initiative subservience of the West It 
has borrowed research problems, concepts, theories and methods from the West 
without examining their social relevance and suitability to the Indian cultural context 
Further, the academic world maintained a distance from the vast and deep knowledge 
of the continent enshrined in ancient religious and philosophical treatises, epics and 
folklores. Because of the traditional, pluralistic, economic and other characteristics of 
the Indian Society, psychology developed in monocultural and monolingual countries 
has obvious limitations and cannot be of much help to understand the Indian scenario. 
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Nonetheless, there is now a discernible shift in the academic orientation of 
Indian psychologists in which cultural sensitivity and social relevance have become 
prominent As a consequence, a fruitful interface between the indigenous Indian 
thought and psychological discourse is found in psychological applications. Guru- 
Chela paradigm of therapy, nurturant task style of leadership, analyses of self and 
personality, analysis of Indian psyche, emotion, justice, morality, concepts of well¬ 
being, development, values and detachment are some of the important examples 

There is a growing realization that psychology in India can no longer afford to 
be of academic interest alone It has to contribute significantly in finding answers to 
problems faced by school children This would require making psychology culture 
specific and socially relevant. Indigenous psychology will go a long way in furthering 
such an approach 


Realizing the fact that the development of indigenous psychology in India may 
be helpful in our national development, be appropriate to our people and relevant to 
our socio-cultural set-up, the present programme is planned to provide a forum to the 
researchers to exchange their findings, share ideas, identify gaps and plan future

Psychological testing constitutes a significant aspect of various branches of 
Psychology and Education Construction, standardization and adaptation of test has 
been going on in many countries including India for many decades Specimen sets of 
Indian as well as foreign tests are required for use by researchers and other 
professionals in psychology and education, Psychological tests are referred by 
researchers for construction of new instruments to identify gaps and to improve upon 
the existing tests, and by guidance counsellors for assessment and appraisal of 
students/clients The National Library of Educational and Psychological Tests 
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(NLEPT) came into existence in 1978 on the recommendation of the International 
Congress of Applied Psychology and was formerly known as the National Tests 
Development Library (NTDL) Since 1978 it is an on going programme of the 
department and is being expanded continuously by adding new tests to meet the 
requirements of the users At present NLEPT houses more than two thousand tests 
and is being used by researchers in large numbers from all over the country.

The accelerated pace of scientific, technological and socio-economic 
developments have added complexity and tension in everyone’s life and especially in 
the lives of youth/students all over the world Coupled with these influences are the 
challenges/demands faced by students of their own needs, aspirations, expectations 
and options available Students particularly of the adolescent age group need 
assistance in developing greater understanding, adaptability and ability to meet these 
challenges In order to help students to meet these needs and make required 
adjustments, the Guidance and Counselling Services have become important and are 
being integrated into the school systems across the globe. A well-planned guidance- 
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oriented programme organised by trained guidance personnel could become 
immensely useful in the education of students It may help them explore and develop 
their abilities, interests and overall personality and take decisions and adjustments 
whenever required Guidance can also play an important role in improving learning- 
achievement of students Further, guidance programmes have the potentiality to help 
the gifted, the creative, the retarded, the handicapped, the delinquent and the 
underachievers, girls, educationally backward and the socially and economically 
disadvantaged etc who have their own unique needs and problems 

To meet the requirements of trained personnel in guidance and counselling m 
schools and teacher training mstitutions, NCERT has been conducting a regular nine 
month’s Post Graduate Diploma Course m Guidance and Counselling for last four 
decades One year P.G Diploma Course in Guidance and Counselling has been 
introduced in the Regional Institutes of Education (NCERT) located at Ajmer, 
Bhopal, Bhubaneswar and Mysore since 2001 The NCERT has also launched a six 
month’s International Diploma Course in Guidance and Counselling through face-to- 
face mode during 2002-2003 Students from Zambia, Maldives and Sri Lanka are 
participating in the first course which began from 15 th Sept.,2002. The Department of 
Educational Psychology and Foundations of Education which is organizing and 
coordinating these courses has a National Library of Educational and Psychological 
Tests which functions as a rich resource for tests procured from abroad as well as 
developed and standardized in India The library is being continuously enriched by 
addition of new tests The Department also houses well- equipped guidance 
laboratory which also serves as a resource centre for guidance material and literature, 
psychological tests, inventories, checklists, information blanks, monographs on topics 
related to guidance and counselling and variety of career literature and display 
material The National Resource Centre for Value Education (NRCVE) set up in the 
Department has also undertaken a number of programmes in the area of value 
education for schools The expertise and resources in the area of value education are

As the demand for trained personnel is growing in developing 
countries,NCERT now proposes to launch a Post Graduate Diploma Course in 
Guidance and Counselling m collaboration with Commonwealth of Learning (COL) 
through distance /online mode

7 Need and justification,

The department was training guidance professionals through its full time Post 
Graduate Diploma Course in Guidance and Counselling since 1958 The counsellors 
thus trained work in schools and other related settings assisting school students 
acquire skills to solve problems and make adjustments to various areas of life and 
social set ups However, it is felt that the demand for such professionals is increasing 
day by day the world over in the wake of innumerable problems faced by people in 
general and the school/college going population in particular 
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The literature reviewed shows that in the third world countries, formal 
guidance services are a recent phenomenon and are still very limited in nature 
(Drapela, 1979) In the countries in Asia and Africa the growth of guidance services 
has so far been limited due to socio-cultural, political and economic factors For 
example, in eastern and third world cultures the role of the individual has been 
subordmated to collectivity, whether it be nuclear family, the extended family or the 
tribe (Esen, 1972; Maracco,1979, Espin, 1979, Scaf and Ting, 1972; Saner-Yei, 
1985). Similarly, in countries under apartheid no such services have been available to 
black community Students accept a politically constructed reality and choices are 
limited for them (Dovey, 1980; Dovey & Mason, 1984). Much the same has been 
true of students in Arab schools, in Israel (Mari, 1982) and other underdeveloped 
countnes The growth of industrialization and economic development is also bringing 
about changes as traditional mechanisms of role allocation have started to break, 
paving way for formal guidance services to support them (Watts, 1996) 

Literature in the field also reveals that the fields of choices available to youth 
are getting wider, and family and informal networks are not able to provide informed 
help m relation to full range of opportunities Changes in the wake of globalisation, 
population explosion etc have also brought about multitude of problems Areas of 
concern appearing in studies from developing countries show problems of school 
dropout, unemployment, stress, suicide, child and substance abuse, violence, and 
cnme to be paramount Social and geographical mobility among people has also 
given nse to multiculturalism and diversity issues The countries with growing 
market economies and democratic political regimes are also, recognizing the need for 
formal guidance services (Watts 1996) 

Review of available literature and informal surveys through personal contact 
have also shown that although the need for professional assistance is felt, the training 
facilities are almost absent in the developing countries. NCERT being an apex 
organization in the country in the field of education at school level having an 
experience of providing counselor education for the last forty years needs to take a 
leadership role to extend such facilities on a larger plane to neighbouring countnes as 
well 


The department therefore has started an international programme in Guidance 
and Counselling for training counselors from other countries especially neighbouring 
countries in South East Asia and Africa The training would fulfill the urgent need to 
facilitate personal, social, educational and career adjustment of students It would 
also help promote understanding and tolerance of cultural differences and pluralism, 
which is a precondition for social cohesion, peaceful co-existence, conflict resolution 
and ultimately of peace and development in the various regions 

The department took up the planning and exploratory work during the years 
2000-2001, 2001-2002 Correspondence was done with countries in Asia and Africa 
to invite applications Many countnes showed interest to depute their teachers to the 
course Very few applications however were received in these years therefore the 
course could not be offered Applications however were received in the year 2002- 
2003 from Maldives, Sri Lanka, Zambia and Kenya Ten candidates, seven from 
Maldives, two from Sri Lanka and one from Zambia have jomed the course this year 
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The course has commenced from 16 th Septmber,02 and will be concluded on 13 th 
March,2003

♦> An information brochure for offering the course in the year 2002-2003 was 
prepared which was sent to various countries in Asia and Africa through their 
embassies in India and through Indian high commissions abroad A fresh 
brochure for 2003-2004 containing information about the course and 
application form has been prepared and sent for printing.

The ‘Education of Human Values’ is an important area that needs to be 
explored in the context of implementation of National Curriculum Framework (2000) 
on School Education The work undertaken by the institutions working in the area 
have been primarily related to the development and extension aspects Not much 
efforts have been made on research and innovation in this area In this context the 
present programme is planned to provide a forum to all concerned with school 
education in India to design and undertake researches in the area of values education.

Contemplation on human values has been emphasized from the beginning of 
the social life of man The need for including value education in the school 
curriculum has been highlighted by various commissions and committees on 
education instituted by the Govt of India from time to time National Policy of 
Education (1986 & POA, 1992), while expressing concern over the erosion of 
essential values and an increasing cynicism of contemporary society, made strong 
recommendations for promoting unique socio-cultural identity of our country through 
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education which can be a forceful tool for the cultivation of social & moral values in a 
cultural plural society like ours 

National Curriculum Framework for School Education (NCFSE, 2000) 
developed by NCERT cautions against the teaching of value education about religions 
as a separate subject at any stage NCFSE recommends judicious integration of 
values with all the subjects in the school It further goes on to emphasize that a 
comprehensive programme of value inculcation must start at the very earliest stage of 
school education as a regular part of school. However, this can be feasible only if 
teachers have had such an exposure in their training programme and are adequately 
equipped to integrate values in the curriculum for transaction of the same to children 
Thus values have to be all pervasive in the total curriculum of teacher education 
programme as well. 

Hence, it is imperative to integrate values in the teacher education curriculum 
as teacher educators play a pivotal role in inculcating values amongst teachers-in the 
making which is a potential stage for moulding them There is a need to explore if the 
values are being integrated in teacher education programme or not and suggest 
strategies for doing so

Inclusion of values m the content of formal education at all levels has been a 
continuing theme of research and study The National Curriculum Framework for 
School Education (2000) has articulated the integrated approach to value education at 
all school stages It emphasizes that value education should not be considered as a 
distinct subject to be taught by one teacher rather it should permeate all the subjects 
constituting the whole school curriculum. Every teacher, whatever be the subject, 
must take the responsibility for value education as part of the overall education A 
well conceived programme of teaching-learning of various subjects should naturally 
provide, both in content and thrust, the requisite material for value education. 


84 






Curriculum functions as an important source of value education. Certain 
values are inherent in different subject areas, for example, Science is intended to 
strengthen the commitment to free inquiry, curiosity, objectivity etc Mathematics is 
associated with logical thinking, decision making, neatness, accuracy, perseverance 
The purpose of Social Sciences at school stage is to broaden children’s vision of 
society to qualify to be good citizens. History portrays the values of patriotism, 
compassion, bravery, co-operation, loyalty, justice, perseverance as evidenced from 
the lives of great people. Geography communicates the values of oneness, 
interdependence of countries, unity in diversity, environment conservation etc 
Language, besides encouraging reading, writing, listening skills, is intended to 
mculcate imagination, creativity, sensitivity, appreciation and emotional development 

Values components are sometimes made explicit in the curricular/textual 
materials and sometime these are implicit It is therefore important to identify nodal 
points in a lesson/text which are value laden It is not enough to simply incorporate 
value aspects into the contents, the transaction also needs to be made value oriented 
The integrated approach requires conscious planning and use of certain pedagogical 
skills Keeping in mind the stage of the learners, teachers can use a range of 
transactional strategies like story-telling, reading, games, experiments, discussion 
activities role-play, analogies/metaphors, questioning to integrate relevant values with 
the subject matter These strategies can provide opportunities to students to think, 
reflect, question, criticise, to care and feel concern and develop the disposition and 
will to act on one’s convictions Since every subject can be a source of value 
inculcation, it is considered important that teachers and teacher educators are made 
conscious of the values inherent in each subject so as to utilize their potential for 
inculcation of appropriate values in teaching-learning situation. 

Although some non-governmental organisations in the country have developed 
some materials for value based teaching - learning, however, much remains to be 
done and the materials are not adequate for orientation and training of teachers. It is 
therefore, important that teachers and teacher trainers are made available some 
exemplar material and guidelines to integrate values in their day to day teaching of 
subjects

Experts will be 
identified from the subject Departments of ME, RIE and outside NCERT An expert 
group will be formed to work out the outline of the monograph — its contents, format, 
length, strategies for the development of material and guidelines, identification of 
subject experts etc. in a meeting A four -day workshop involving subject specialists 
and teachers will be organized to work out the nodal points in the textual materials for 
integration of values in the lessons and guidelines for teaching. As these would be 
exemplar materials, sample topics/lessons would be drawn from the new textbooks 
prepared by NCERT on Environmental Studies/Social Sciences and Languages (Hindi 
and English) for primary, upper primary and secondary school stages. After preparing 
the draft outline, work of writing the lessons/materials will be assigned/commissioned 
to subject specialists from within and outside NCERT A workshop of the 
writers/subject specialists and the target group for review of the materials will be 
organised. This will be followed by modification/finalisation, final review and 
editing for making the material point worthy.

Value education is an important issue which needs to be emphasized in the 
day to day routine and all the teaching-learning activities of the school National 
Curriculum Framework (2000) brought out by NCERT has highlighted that every 
teacher is a value teacher and values need to inspire all activities of the school, 
textbooks, other reading materials, and teaching learning processes. But the 
Framework also stresses on appropriate strategy and, balanced and judious 
implementation In order to realize this the Framework suggests that teachers need to 
have a clear vision of their role in value orientation, identify their biases and attitudes 
towards students and be objective and authentic. In order to enable teachers to 
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function in such a way, carefully developed, reading material has to be made 
available, which will aim at creating awareness regarding the key issues relating to 
universal human values The material, the Framework cautions should not be direct 
and didactic The material could preferably be presented in format which will be 
informative, as well as promote reflection, so as to influence teachers behaviour and 
performance on the job Reading material on issues of importance could also be used 
for in-service training of teachers and as independent reading material Besides 
teachers, the textbook writers and parents also need to realize the importance of 
values and the way values could be integrated into the content of the textbooks and 
emphasized in the daily routine life at home and in the school 

Reading material on key issues of importance has to be made available There 
are many such issues whiclrcould be chosen for developing monographs for teachers 
One such issue relates to developing spirituality m the school children The teachers 
need to know what is the conception of spirituality, how it influences quality of life 
What are the components of spiritually the methodology of developing spintuality in 
children and the activities to be incorporated in the existing daily schedule without 
burdening teaching-learning load of teachers and students In order to develop/enrich 
the understanding of the spirituality reading material needs to be developed which 
could also be used as m -service training material There are other issues as well, 
such as concept of excellence need for excellence may be emphasized for each and 
every lcainer/child, excellence needs to be built into the school climate and all

social justice etc and considers it necessary for self-improvement and social welfare.

(Bandiste, 1999) Education has immense potential for development of these values 
Each institution can encourage self-direction, self-discipltne and scientific temper in 
students The students can be exposed to various activities to make them understand 
iheii civic icsponsibility and constitutional obligation The activities need to be 
organised in such a way that more and more responsibilities are passed on to the 
students to otyamsc such activities 

There is no doubt that human beings are influenced by their environment

It is a well -recognized fact that the stories play an important role in the 
development of children We all learn by listening different kinds of stories from our 
mothers, grandmothers, and others in the family The sources of this literature, 
hereafter called children’s literature, is vast : fables, mythological and religious 
legends, fantasy stories, biographies and life histories of great men, stories of kings 
and queens, land and people, festivals, friendship, discoveries etc The genesis of 
children’s literature can be traced back to informational tradition of tales told by 
parents and grand parents to their children, to entertain them and acquaint them with 
moral values. Kaker (1978) pointed at the tenacious hold exercised by myth and folk 
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tales on the child’s psyche and stated. “Much of the teaching and transmission of 
Indian cultural values to next generation takes place through the narration of stories 
and parables by mothers, grandmothers and others in the circle of the extended 
family” The epics, legends and folk tales of India are the concrete manifestation of a 
rich and ancient cultural tradition (Srinivasan, 1977) In fact, the folk tales have been 
called the “social cement of society” It has also been expressed that the best way to 
inculcate the universal values of truth, love, courage, justice, honesty, peace, 
friendship, etc., is through children’s literature 

The ancient Indian classics like the Piirams, Upanishads , Panchalcintra, 
Vikram and Bela! etc and folk tales of different regions in different Indian languages 
have been used by people over the years to educate, counsel and guide people and 
community The popularity of traditional-literature is evident since most of the 
children’s literature in Indian languages is based on the traditional Indian literature 
like folk tales, mythological stones, Jataka katha , Panchatantm and the 
KathasarUsagar Panchcifantra , the most important Indian book of fables, instructs 
nid Most panchatantra tales are animal stories, which teach wise conduct of life and 
practical way of richer and happier life There is a growing concern in the present 
times for developing the rich resource of Indian classical tales, folklore,regional tales 
especially from the north- east region etc as these can be very educative m 
disseminating the universal values It is in this context that the development of 
supplementary reading materials for children is to be appreciated

In the light of value erosion among the younger generation, the need to train 
teacher educators and teachers has become even more important They can play a 
key role in inculcating values among students and therefore the need to train them in
